General Omar Bradley, administrator 
of veterans affairs, said in an address at the Kiwanis interna- 
tional convention that hundreds of thousands of veterans be- 
come discouraged because of lack of housing and low-pay 
jobs. wf. 

Very little, if anything, has been done in the Upland-On- 
tario community relative to answering the housing problem.

Tales of thrilling adventure in 
the frozen wastes of Alaska, the

A pionear in the exploration 
and settling of Alaska and the 
man who blazed the first mail 
route into the interior, Dr. Wirt 
told the tragedy and comedy 
which beset his 1200-mile trip in 
mid-winter with the temperature

The plight of the mining camp | 
at Nome was desperate when 
Dr. Wirt left for Washington to 
plead for medical supplies and 
food for the starving population, 
but alone with his dogs and an 
occasional guide, Dr. Wirt made 
the trip and brought relief to 
the people who had been in des- 
perate want.

How to Build 
a Market 


ATLANTA—Just how does the 


Exchange go about building up a | 


market? What do you do to make 
an ordinary market into a big one?,

Crc lit for carrying out this job 
goes chiefly to J. W. Litton, Sunkist 
District Manager here from 1921 to | 
1945. Though Litton h&s moved to 
the managership at Memphis, your 
reporter has had a good chance, the 
last couple of days, to learn about 
his work from his successor, T, A. 
Thomas, who is ably carrying on 
where he left off. 

First thing Litton did was to 
carry out the basic Exchange policy 


of gaining the confidence of the job- | 


bers through a long-range program 
of sales service, and fair dealing. 

You can’t do that in a hurry, Prod- 
ace jobbing is a rough-and-tumble 
competitive business. Jobbers are 
cagey people! But if they find, 
through long day-to-day experience, 
that you’re being square with them, 
they become very loyal. 

Litton learned the jobbers’ pref- 
erences, and tried to get each one 
the lemons he liked best. Like other 
Exchange managers, he inventoried 
each jobber’s stock every day. Be- 
fore the boxes in any jobber’s ware- 
house dwindled too low, he’d have 
another car on track ready for him.

them. 

Well, the usual thing happened— 
the jobbers found the Exchange did 
as good a job for them as they could 
do for themselves.

Next objective was to build up 
outside points into carlot markets. 
Through encouragement of outside 
jobbers—keeping lemons before 
their minds—getting them to step 
up their orders—the Atlanta sales 
staff increased the carlot markets 
in the district eventually to 44. 

At the same time, dealer service 
men worked the territory, and year 
by year succeeded in changing the 
habits of retailers. 

Today, dealers in this territory 
price lemons by the dozen, even in 
winter. In summer they sell ’em by 
the bag full. They’ve learned to ad- 
vertise them—not only for cold 
lemonade, but for colds, food uses, 
and laxative—and so get the most 
benefit from Sunkist national ad- 
vertising.
